The Oran§: Laut of Singapore.

At the time of tlio occup^Hon of Singapore Uy tlie British, 
there wei'e living od ihe isliitidj then deni^ly affore^tedt one or 
two moee of nitives, known m the Oruiig Kmllang and Orang 
^Ihmr. The fortiier of these lived on ihe river of the same 
name^ the laUer along the rivers of the Johoro >^traitp Some 
arooutit^ of these two tribes was published by fiOgan hi VoU I of 
fjOgan'u Jonrna! in 1847, and ilkislrAted by outlines ol hi^ads^ 
The (CalIangs were rdinoved by the TumnnggoDg of Johore 
rrom the ICaLiang Hver to Pulai River when the inland iva^ 
ceded to Britain. They formerly eonslated of ICW families^ but 
iu 1847 the iDiall poi had I'educed them to isiglit^ They were 
said to ha VO lived, oxctusively in bcffttSf neitlier building huts nor 
cultivating any plants. Their Eaiigtiage at tliat lime appears to 
have laeeji Malayt and aoither Mr. I^'au nor Mr, I'biiniftoii 
who descri^^ed the Uraug Setitar were able to elicit ftuy words 
of their original language. Of these moes it h not easy ikOw to 
tied any tiaces, as they bavt^ become amalgaiDated with the 
Malays^ adopting not only their language but ati^o their customs 
and religion. l 4 itely however the nuthors of this note visited 
Kampong Roko, on the Kakng river* and made an attempt to 
collect what infortnatioti was procurable eoncemlag this inter¬ 
esting people They were accompanied by Mr. IL H, Yapp (of 
the Cambridge expedition) who took photographs of eouie of the 
older men who were stat^ to be of tins race.

tiKjk to the sen, find reieforc^ probabEy by more than a sprink¬ 
ling of mere Malay Adventurers, developed into tlie famous 
piraiiual race which under the gencnc name of Drang Laat 
became for a space the terror of atl who iyailed these Eaalem seas. 
Such a[i evolution of one of the mildest mannered and most 
timid races of iho earth would certainlj a[ipeiir unaccounlnblei 
but if it is to be rejeerqd, it iovolvca us in still greater difficulties.

Tbe foregoing nnies^ iticomplete as they are, ^how 
that there are still eotee records worth the atteDtJotj of aev who 
have the chance of studyirtg ibe race, and research in tJie district; * 
of Selirar and Pandaer whei-o the tribe* a?s late as JHl7p wen? in 
a verj primiuve slate of civil isatidn, and In ihe UarimoRSp and 
nelghbouHiig iHlands, may throw mote light on the bSstoiy and 
relniiuai^hip of the Orang [^ut.

PurjHg a recent visit to Mi. Penrisswit Sarawak, I found 
m sand Ijoneatli some ovurhuiging^ cliffs numerous small pit-falls 
exactly Hko those tiiade by the ant-lion; some of these when 
eaBtiiined were found tocoiilain a curious worm-1 ike tar va which 
has smee proved to t«teiig to a liy of the genua f fiwiifrti, family 
/,ryfiVf^p. The body conaiats of ] L segments^ into the firat of 
which the head can be cotiipFelely retracted,fii'e annuli can 
ptaihly he dislingitiabed an seginenU 2, 3, and 4, but are lees well 
marked on the others; the lOtJj consists only of three. The 
middle annulus of the fourth segment Leani on the veiitral surface 
a Heshy knob (abdominal pseudopodj which is suriODiinted by a 
smalt semictticular chitiiious comb longitudinally placed; the 
eighlhseginciit vent rally hears a tnediaii tuft of se lie, and n fringe 
ofiimilarsetia marks tlie posterior border of the 9th segment, this 
also carries on its ventral surface 2 median setigerous pApillm.

Shortly after going a^dmre at the I^knd the hendmaii re^ 
oucstcti me to praveat my Cbinet^ cook bruigiiig any vinegar off 
tbe boat; he informed me that if by any diance the vinegar 
flbould be ^piltt the islami would be conrulaed and a terrible 
storm reamJu On an occasion a few years pioidoualy the cook 
of in European prospector at work on the island h«l by a simj- 
lar accident xais^ aoeb a typhoon lhaU to quote my informatii 
^ the sea was invisible for live days."' 

This superstition ia evldentij^ connected with the widespread 
belief that no dragon can fiqe vinegar, for it waa told me in the
